Patrick Nicholls, 

Chung’s next door 
neighbor, was 
shocked to learn the 
news. “You mean 
someone lives in 
there?

Eyewitness Jane 
Kowalski was returning from a house party in the early 
morning when she saw the incident. She recalls what she

Be¬ 
fore we could help him, though, his head just blew up. It 
was really gross.

Kowalski re¬ 
ported the disgusting, 
horrifying event to DPS. 
A report was filed. 

Tiny pieces of 
Chung’s brain have 
been found as far away 
as the IM sports build¬ 
ing, indicating that the 
explosive power 
trapped within his head 
must have been about 
three thousand tons of 
TNT. It is estimated that 
about 30% of the brain 
is still in the strato¬ 
sphere, slowly descending.

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Supreme Court Finds Merit-Based Admissions Unconstitutional 


WASHINGTON, DC — Late last night the Supreme Court 
ruled (6-3) that the merit-based admissions standards at 
the University of Michigan are both “unfair and unconsti¬ 
tutional.” 

Pressured by two lawsuits pending against the 
University’s Law and LS&A schools, Michigan rescinded 
its affirmative action-compliant admissions process in late 
1998 in favor of one that was completely merit-based and 
did not consider such things such as race, geographic lo¬ 
cation, legacy, and athletic marketability. 

The move was described as “the 
stupidest decision since the in-the- 
crease rule” by Sports Illustrated, 
which ceased reporting on 
Michigan’s once famous sports 
program after its hockey, basket¬ 
ball, and football teams dropped 
out of their top 400 rankings. “I 
guess we just had a bad season,” 
stated 5’2” first year Organic 
Chemistry student and starting 
point guard Christopher Wong af¬ 
ter losing an NCAA tournament bid that put the final nail 
in the athletic department’s coffin. “My mind wasn’t fo¬ 
cused on the game, and I had a really big titration lab due 
that week.” 

“I don’t understand,” stated University President Lee 
Bollinger. “First you said using race as a deciding factor 
was unfair, so we changed the system so that only test 
scores matter, and that’s still unfair?” In her opinion, Jus¬ 
tice Ruth Bader Ginsberg stated, “Race-based admissions 
were inherently unfair to the race that wasn’t given pref¬ 
erence, the same holds for academic merit-based admis¬ 
sions which are also inherently unfair to the unqualified 
applicant. Just being grossly unqualified shouldn’t bar 


Blast of Freshness Kills 16, 
Injures 19 

CHICAGO, IL — At approximately 3:39 a.m. on Sunday 
morning, an unbelievably

In fact, investigators at the site have calculated that the 
forces that roiled within Chung’s head could power a city 
the size of Ann Arbor for three weeks. “If only we could 
somehow focus this energy, it could be used for tremen¬ 
dous good,” says Steven Travis, lead investigator. “We 
must find some way to tap these incredible pressures for 
the good of society.” 

University officials, on the other hand, fear that most 
of Inteflex may be at risk for similar catastrophic sponta¬ 
neous head explosion (CSHE).

Book Review
